J. Louis Engdhal died at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon at the Kremlin Hos- 
pital, after several days illness of 
pneumonia. 

Engdhal was one of the most act- 
ive revolutionary leaderes in the 
United States and former general 
secretary of the International Labor 
Defense. He was here to the World 
Congress of the International Red 
Aid following a: tour thru many 
Europeans countries accompanied 
by Ada Wright, the mother of one 
of the Scottsboro boys.

The death of Comrade Engdhal 
who was former editor of the Daily 
Worker, and until recently General 
Secretary of the International Lab- 
or Defense, removes from the ranks 
of the revolutionary working class 
movement one of the most devoted 
leaders, 


He was born in 1884, in Minnea- 
polis. Joined the Socialist Party 
in 1907, immediately becoming ed- 


itor of the Chicago Daily Socialist. 
During the war and at the time of 
the split he an adherent to 
the Left wing but joined the ranks 
of the Communists in 1921. Since 
that time he was for many years 
a member of the Central Committee 
and active on many leading com- 
mitees of the Party. 

His untiring devotion to the ranks 
of the working class was best ex- 
emplified in the last few months 
ot intense work for the freedom of 
the Scottsboro boys. It was the 
rigors of this campaign that wore 
him out so that he was not able 
to withstand the severe attack of 
pneumonia.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 23. — 
Despite its admission that “at least 
sixty million persons are now living 
below minimum standards,” the A. 
F, of L. Convention, still in session 
here, proposes to hinder any action 
for real relief. Green’s handpicked

TWO ARRESTED IN 
TUCSON FREED BY 
MILITANT FIGHT 


I. L. D. Attorney Rejected 
Conditional Suspended 
Sentence 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Nov. 23.—The 
International Labor Defense Attor- 
ney, C. R. Lynch, has just returned 
from Tucson after obtaining a sus- 
pended sentence for Comrade Tay- 
lor and Prebee who have been out 
on bail charged with disturbing the 
peace and inciting to riot. 

Reddington, a Tucson attorney, 
stated he did not want to have any- 
thing to do with the case and was 
glad to turn it over to Lynch. Com- 
rade Prebee was arrested while 
speaking at a meeting two months 
ago and referred to Hoover as god- 
damn Hoover, while Comrade Tay- 
lor called on the workers to follow 
him to jail and demand Prebee’s 
release, to which more than 200 
responded, 

Lynch made it clear in court 
that the suspended sentence is ac- 
cepted only that it be considered 
unconditional, and that the local 
‘police would not persecute the com- 
rades for their working class act- 
ivities, The judge and the chief 
of police agreed. The case did not 
result in very favorable publicity 
for them, as there isn’t much love 
lost between the many bankrupt 
farmers and unemployed miners 
here and Hoover. 

The suspended sentence was ac- 
cepted only because Comrade Tay- 
lor is critically ill and could not 
appear in court for several weeks 
at least, but on the other hand the 
bail raised from sympathizers who 
needed the money had to be re- 
leased.

A great deal 
was really accomplished. ‘The 
camps were under the supervision 
of forestry officers who see to it 
that no time is wasted on the job.

The big point in the report is to 
show that it ‘pays to give such re- 
lief. It costs only .54.9¢ per mai, 
per day. Don’t imagine that this all 


goes for maintenance expenses. Not 


by a long shot, This includes ex- 
peuses for equipment, the construe- 
tion of camps, tr ansportation, and 
about half went 
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for direct maintenance, according 
to the ‘committee's report. 

It is intimated that since the 
state could simpiy shift over a 
great part of the budget for carry- 
ing out work through such camps 


profitably, why should $4.00 and 
$5.00 per day be paid? 
The seab role of the camps_ is 


most clearly revealed if one reads 
the minutes of the committee held 
on December 16th. Here (Page 44) 
we see a report by Mr. Black thats 
“a number of large corporations 
have offered to. open up such camps 
and do work they would otherwise 
not do.” Upon motion by Mr. Wol- 
lenberg (S. F. Charity faker) it was 
decided to leave such arrangements 
to the local authorities, giving full. 
approval to the idea. 


We know of the great progress 
that has been made since in carry- 
ing through this scheme. Under the 
idea of “Relief work” most moneys 
allotted for state and county con- 
struction work.is being carried out 
through work for greeeries or sim- 
ilar forced labor camps.

The hobo type and pro- 
fessional ‘“‘Bum” did not enter the 
camps.” “There were many profes- 
sional. men, business men and col- 
lege graduates” (Page 18). 


If we hear the.story of the work- 
ers. that were “stung” in going to 
these camps we get an even more 
bitter story.

Finally, -perhaps, the most 
decisive .proof that the camps 
should .be fought most bitterly is 
the fact that the report includes 
letters from the most important 
Community Chests praising them. 

This is considered a .suceessful 
experiment and camps will accom- 
modate 7,000 this year. This is the 
only “relief’ appropriation by the 
state. Governor Rolph stated that 
the counties are giving adequate 
relief, 

The state government does not 
intend to make any relief appropri- 
ations if it can help it. But the 
situation will come to a show-down 
on January 10, when,the State Leg- 
islature opens. A powerful Hunger 
March. even bigger than the one 
last year will demand real relief. 

The County .Hunger Marches 
have proven how the -autherities 


are compelled by masses of work- 


ers to act. In San Francisco a six 


million bond issue was forced. In

There was no floor in 
the tent and recent heavy rains.

goaked, wetting such bedding as 
the family possessed,.and making 
their floor a mud puddle. 

The workers found that. she had 
been evicted from a nearby house. 
They also learned that she had 
been working for the local branch of 
the Salvation Army for three years, 
but that this organization not want- 
ing her services ionger had refused 
to help her find a house in which 
to live. She had been compelled 
to live in this tent, and to sleep 
with her children in a bed laid on 
the soaking wet ground. 

The workers immediately moved 
her and the children ‘back Into. the 
house from which ‘she ‘had ‘been 
evicted, and from all reports ane 
is ‘still there.

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GET BEHIND THE VACAVILLE STRIKE! 


That the strike of the 400 Vacaville agricultural work- 
ers against a wage cut is of even greater significance than 
the number would indicate, is quite obvious, even if we 
are to judge by the prominence given in the capitalist 
press. 

The bosses do not take it as mere er struggle. The 
police and deputy sheriffs of all the towns in the vicinity 
have been mobilized to crush the strike. 


The National Guard is likewise held in readiness. 
But the struggle is also significant for other reasons. 


In the first place most of the strikers are of the “home 
guard” element. This refutes the idea among many that 
only migratory workers can be counted upon for militant 
struggle. In fact we have already seen examples of the 
finest courage and militancy in struggles of agricultural 
workers in recent years. Of special significance is the 
fighting spirit displayed by the women strikers. # 

Despite the efforts of the bosses to pit one race against 
the other, splendid solidarity has been displayed by the 

American, Spanish, Fillipino and Japanese workers. 

Secondly, we have a clear demonstration that here 
where the workers have a union, the wage cut was stopped 
at least temporarily. The bosses already offered some 
concessions which, however, are far from satisfactory, and 
other ranches in the vicinity which would naturally fol- 
low suit with a wage cut, continue paying the old rate. 

Thirdly, the strike follows immediately after the elec- 
tion, and is chiefly against Frank H. Buck, Congressman- 
elect on-the Democratic ticket. The millionaire ranch 
owner illustrated to the workers what could be expected 
from the Roosevelt administration on a national scale. 
Before the election he promised the workers $2.25 sper 
day, but three days after the election, announces a ‘cut 
from $1.50 to $1.25 and an increase of one hour per day 
in the bargain: Most of the workers on strike probably 
voted for Frank H. Buck, the Democrat, but in experience 
they are now finding that it’s the Communiist Party and 
the Agricultural Workers Industrial Union that lead them 
in the fight for an existence wage. 

The strike also gives a splendid example how the 
struggle for relief lays the basis for a union. It was only 
since August that the workers heard of the Agricultural 
Workers Industrial Union, when four of the organizers 
leading hungry families to Winters for relief were ar- 
rested. Two of the same organizers have now been ar- 
rested as strike leaders. 


The fight of the Vacaville strikers is the fight jof all 
workers. They are now on the firing line, making a stand 
against the wage cuts which are reducing the standards 
of the workers virtually to boxes of groceries and carfare.

GREEN’S FAKE UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


The American Federation of Labor convention at Cin- 
cinatti after refusing admission to the rank and file dele- 
gates who demand Unemployment Insurance is proceeding 
to adopt a fake unemployment insurance scheme. 


The last Executive Committee session of the A. F. of L. 
for the first time went on record for Unemployment In- 
surance. 

We Communists, however, immediately pointed out 
that this was not a serious proposal, that it was only an 
effort to stem the movement for Unemployment Insurance 
among the A. F. of L. membership and to divert them 
from supporting the Unemployment Insurance bill, pro- 
posed by the Unemployed Council and the Communist 
Party. 

We are told that the federal courts ruled that Federal 
Unemployment Insurance would be unconstitutional, the. 
refore the policy must be carried out on a state scale. The 
model plan offered is the one proposed in Ohio. The em- 
ployers are to pay 3% of the total weekly pay roll for a 
fund out of which the Unemployed would receive benefits 
for a maximum of sixteen weeks per year of an amount 
equal to one half of the weekly wages, but not to exceed 
$15 per week. 

In the first place the amount provided in total is hardly 
more than that obtained through charity channels in many 
cities now. Half the normal wages, in most cases will 
amount to between $5.00 and $8.00. And don’t forget 
Green makes no provisions for rent, gas or light, and what 
you get is for only 16 weeks out of a year. 

Now, Fellow Worker, you may be living in a section 
of the country, where the Unemployed Council it not in 
existence, or is inactive, or weak, and therefore your lot 
may be little more than Red Cross flour?) You many con- 
sider this something anyway? 

Don’t get so jubilant. It must become a law first, and 
you have a long wait coming! It took about 25 years to 
enact in a few states compensation and old age pension 
laws, that allow a miserable pittance. 


All the A. F. of L. leadership will do in practice is to 
increase its network of lobbyists around the State Legis- 
latures. Holding forth something in the distant future, 
Green and the A. F. of L. in the meantime keep the work- 
ers from fighting. Furthermore, granted that the laws 
pass, if it is considered that many factories have no pay 
rolls, now, and most of the rest work part time, with 
greatly reduced wages, it will take years before enough 
of a fund accumulates from which payments could begin. 

The line of the: Unemployed Council was proven the 
only correct one. It is the line for mass struggle to force 
Unemployment Insurance, side by side with the fight for 
every advantage that will better the lot of the unemployed. 

It is the national, state, and county Hunger Marches, 
the fights against gas and water shut-offs, evictions, the 
mass delegation to the charities, and such struggles that 
forced from the government what little they give. 

This is the kind of a fight that will also foree Unem- 
ployment Insurance. This is the struggle that even forced 
the A. F. of L. to consider new tactics. Now that they 
recognize Unemployment Insurance in principle, it will 
be much easier for the Rank and File movement to pene- 
trate into the A. F. of L. locals with the issue.

“I’m A Fugitive From 


A Chain Gang” 


Paramount Production

“I'm au Fugitive’ purports to he 
an autobiography. True or not, this 
picture should be of deep interest 
to American workers. 

A returned American soldier, 
forced by unemployment and a 
country-wide search for a job, into 
circumstances where he is arrested 
for complicity in a holdup in a 
southern state, is sentenced to a 
chain gang. 

We are given a picture of the 
ruthless exploitation of prisoners, 
black and white, as cheap labor in 
road work. Only in degree is this 
murderous exploitation different 
from the exploitation of “free” 
workers under capitalism, In the 
chain gang the prisoners are forced 
to grinding labor under terror of 
the lash, the sweat box and rifles 
of inhuman jailors—death is the 
usual penalty for attempted escape 
or protest. 

The “free” worker must grind at 
his task of creating profits for the 
bosses under penalty of discharge 
and the resulting agony of job 
hunting, hunger and eviction. If 
unable to find work, he risks death 
from starvation and has the added 
anguish of watching his wife and 
children wither under the same 
conditions. Under capitalism there 
is one iron law—produce profits or 
die!

Result of the Five-Year Plan Summed Up 


Soviet Union Becomes Country of Heavy Industry: Economically Independent; Agri- 


culture Being Mechanized; Living Standards Greatly Improved; Decisive Victory 
of Socialism; Communist Party Leads in Socialist Construction.

We reprint below a part of the 
report given by Comrade Manuilsk\ 
to the 12th Plenary Session of the 
Executive Committee of the Com-

All our tremendous achievements 
in the economic and social and po- 
litical fields may be summed up as 
follows: 

As the result of fulfilling in the 
main, the first Five Year Plan, a 
powerful industrial basis “ag ‘peciar 
ism has been laid in the U. S. S. R. 
Not only have we ceased be an 
agrarian country, we have ceased 
to be a land of small industry, 
which is a characteristic feature 
of all the backward colonial and 
semi-colonial countries. The share 
that large industries contributes to 
the national income has increased 
during the last-four years from 27 
per cent, to 35 per cent. We have 
now our engineering industry (ma- 
chine building), the output of which 
in 1931 amounted to almost 5,000 
million rubles. The output of iron 
and steel has almost doubled com- 
pared with pre-war output. We have 
created a second metallurgical base 
in the East (Urals-Kuzbas). We 
have re-eguipped all our industries 
on the most up-to-date technical 
basis. Moreover 75 per ‘cent of 
the equipment of our industries has 
been renewed during the period of 
the first Five Year Plan. We have 
set up a number of new branches 
of industry which never before ex- 


isted in this country. We are be- 


coming a land of tractors, a land of 
automobile transport, a land of 
chemistry, a land that can build 
blooming mills, powerful turbine- 
generators, diesels, oil cracking 
plants, etc. We are changing the 
energetic base of our national eco- 
nomy, and we are uniting this base 
both for industry and agriculture. 


Economically Independent 


Secondly, having become a land 
of heavy industry and heavy en- 
gineering, putting into operation 
the first blast furnaces and Magni- 
togorsk and Stalinsk, such enorm- 
ous enterprises as the Sverdlovsk 
Engineering Works, our gigantic 
automombile and tractor plants at 
Nishni-Novgorod, Stalingrad, Khar- 
khov, and the Amo Works in Mos- 
cow, the ball-bearing plant, having 
built the Dnieper Dam and having 
laid the basis for providing our 
industries with raw materials (cot- 
ton in Central Asia, Azerbaidjan 
and Ukraine, synthetic rubber, etc.) 
we, aS a result of the first Five 
Year Plan, have taken a decisive 
step towards attaining our econo- 
mic independence, The Leninist 
Electrification Plan know as goelro, 
the plan to which Lenin attached 
particular importance, was fulfilled 
and surpassed as early as 1931. 

Thirdly, by carrying out the first 
Five-Year Plan, we have solved the 
problem of the reconstruction of 
the basic funds of our industry, and 
yet the whole capitalist world pro- 
phesied that we would break down 
in solving this task, that we can 
only live as a spendrift inheritor, 
at the expense of the resources 
left us by the old order. 


Mechanize Agriculture 


Fourthly, as regards agriculture, 
we have laid an unshakable founda- 
tion for the mechanisation of agri- 
culture. By 1934-35 the existing 
productive possibilities guarantee 
the completion of the mechanisa- 
tion of agriculture, which is the

But, comrades, our achievements 
are not merely confined simply to 
the growth of industry and agri- 
culture, Among our achievements 
we must mention firstly, the raising 
of the material and cultural stan- 
dard of the toiling masses.

wages here are continually rising, 
that from 1928 to 1932 wages in all 
branches of national economy have 


risen on the average by 62 per cent. 
The general budget of our national 
economy increased from 11,000 mil 
lion rubles in 1928 to 26,000 million 
I am speaking of 
the fact that we have no unem- 
ployment, that the number of fac- 


rubles in 1932. 


tory and office workers from 1928 
to 1932 has almost doubled, reach- 
ing a total of 21 millions, that the 
material and cultural requirements 
of the masses are constantly rising, 
that the outlay for social insurance, 
for cultural services, education, me- 
dical services, etc. has doubled dur- 
ing these four years, reaching an 
average of 200 rubles per worker 
in 1932. House building is develop- 
ing in our industrial districts (from 
1928 to 1931 we provided houses 
for 3 million workers, and in 1932 
alone a further 3 million workers 
will be provided with house acc- 
modation). New industrial centres 
are being built, public dining rooms 
are being developed and already 
provide for 35 per cent of the popu- 
lation, Opportunities have been 
created for every worker to 
prove his qualification, the doors 
of our universities are wide open

Secondly, there is the develop- 
ment of the broadest proletarian 
democracy which is the very spirit 
of the regime of the proletarian 
dictatorship. Through the Soviets, 
through the trade unions and the 
factory committees, millions of our 
toiling population have been drawn 
into the administration of the coun- 
try, of industry and agriculture. 


Thirdlyg we have consolidated 
our achievements in the sphere of 
national policy, in the matter of 
establishing equality and the bro- 
therhood of the nations inhabiting 
the U. S. S. R., by fully carrying 
out the policy of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to provide a material and 
economic basis for the socialist 
industrialisation of the remote re- 
gions of the country and provide 
such a planned distribution of the 
development of productive forces 
that will enable the nation that has 
been most backward in the past to 
overtake economically aud cultur- 
ally the foremost industrial dis- 
tricts in the country in the shortest 
possible time.

the eternal arena in favor of soc- 
ialism. Having entered upon the 
period of socialism, having com- 
pleted the foundation of socialist 
economy and having tirmly entren- 
ched ourselves on the socialist 
path, we are able by fhe living 
experience of our great work to 
prove to the millions of toilers in 
the capitalist countries the advan- 
tage of the socialist system of eco- 
nomy compared with the capitalist 
system. 

The significance of the fulfill- 
ment of the first Five-Year Plan, 
comrades, lies in that we have 
provided a powerful material base 
for the world proletarian revolu- 
tion, that the relative strength of 
even the smallest of our Communist 
Parties increases tremendously as 
a result of the victory of the pro- 
letariat in the U. S. 5. R., that the 
proletariat in the capitalist coun- 
tries, relying on this firm rock, 
will be able more easily to defeat 
their Murgcoisie, to overthrow cap- 
italism and establish the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat as the con- 
dition for winning socialism.
